Secretary Ballinger re­ 
fused the request. He quoted to Sec­ 
retary Wilson the law in reference to 
the lands In forest reservations, con­ 
tinuing: 
“Subject to bona fide ex­ 
ploration and acquisition by qualified 
persons under the mineral land laws.” 
“A withdrawal such as y ou request,” 
wrote Mr. Ballinger, “would have the 
effect of suspending the operation of 
these laws as to the land affected by 
the order, and is, in my opinion, in the 
absence of additional legislative au­ 
thority without legal authority .” 
The secretary of the interior also 
pointed out that “as non-mineral lands 
within national forests can not be ac­ 
quired under any laws of the United 
States,” the jurisdiction of the forest 
service was already complete and that 
any improvements desired by forest 
rangers might be placed thereon, un­ 
der ample protection from disturb­ 
ance.
